OTTAWA, Ont., Novy. 18.—Back to the billion dollar 
trade Jevel, Canada and the United States start on January 
1 with the promulgation of a treaty of reciprocity between 
the two nations which becomes effective on that date. 

From the Atlantic to the Pacific the transcontinental 
trade divide has been levelled down, and the boundary which 
has seen no war in over a hundred yeags will now be shorn 
of its trade war. 

To the United States the King-Roosevelt pact gives Can- 
ada’s most favored nations treatment in general with special 
tariff concessions on special items. A similar grant is made 
by Washington to Ottawa. With the lowering of these bar- 
riers the trade stream, which has been down to half a bil- 
lion dollars, will swell beyond the billion dollar mark. 


Early Depression Salvation 


To Canada’s farmers, lumbermen, fishermen and miners, 
the basic workers of Canada, the new treaty offers hope of 
early salvation from the depression. On the Atlantic the po- 
tato flow will be resumed and fish will find easier access to 
American markets. The fisheries interests of the New Eng- 
land seaboard have been successful in holding out against 
any influx of Canadian-caught cod, but other fish get lower

Reduction On Automobiles

Empire Preferences Stand 
It is made clear in the agreement that nothing may in- 


terfere with the Imperial preferences. There was some ques- | 


tion at the last Imperial conference about most-favord-na- 
tions treatment, and the possibility of claims by other coun- 
tries to the concessions made between Empire countries. The 
principle was laid down that Empire preferences are a thing 
apart and do not come within the range of most-favored-na- 
tions concessions. 

The treaty is hailed in Ottawa as a great achievement. 
Credit is given in the agreement itself to Mr. Bennett's ef- 
forts and his valuable contribution in laying the groundwork.

BRITAIN “TELLS” EUROPE 


The electors of Great Britain seem to have 
had no more doubts than the electors of Can- 
ada as to who they wanted to head their 
Government during the next five years. Gov- 
ernment supporters were returned in 429 of the 
615 seats, a proportion considerably better than 
two to one. Premier Baldwin asked for a 
declaration of public approval that would be 
not only clear, but impressive; and he certainly 
got it. 

Since the election was fought mainly on the 
issue of foreign policy, the verdict is to be taken 
as rendered on that question, rather than on 
matters of domestic interest. Premier Laval, 
Premier Mussolini, and all others concerned 
have been told plainly that the course Britain's 
Government has been taking at Geneva and in 
the Mediterranean has the solid backing of the 
Nation. 

The effect, it is to be supposed, wil] be to 
stiffen the resolution of the League members 
which have undertaken to exert economic pres- 
sure upon Italy as a means of ending the 
Abyssinian war. There can be no further fears 
or hopes that in this matter the Government 
had outrun public opinion and that the electors 
might either demand a change of course or a 
softening of the application of ‘'s 

The returns from the polls constitute a 
mandate to the Government to continue to 
back the League of Nations, to assert its right 
and duty to impose the prescribed penalties

WHAT iT IS LIKE 
What is it like to live in a country which 
has no adequate dtfence forces, whose 
people must put up with whatever treatment 
an invading army hands cut to then 
For the answer read the despatches coming 


from Shanghai:—‘Conditions of near panic pre- 
vailed in Chapei, native quarter, as rumors of 
an impending Japanese attack raced through its 
teeming Chinese-administered districts. Thou- 
sands of families hastily gathered their posses- 
sions and joined refugees in the exodus to the 
foreign-controlied area which has been going 
on since the slaying of a Japanese marine last 
Saturday. The main roads to the inaternational 
settlement and the French concession weré 
clogged with ginrikishas, carts, vans and taxis, 
all loaded to overflowing.” 

The Chinese are a peaceful people, despite 
all the attempts of their war-lords to make 
them militant. They ere too peaceful for their 
own good. Had they been less peaceful they 
wouldn't have to pack up and run when a 
foreign military force threatens to start war in 
one of their great and populous cities. The for- 
eign military force just wouldn't be there 

It ig easy to be a pacifist in Canada: not so 
easy in China or Ethiopia. No one can hate 
military aggression too much. But that is the 
best of al! possible reasons for taking prudent 
measures to see that it does not come into one's 
own country. If the most ardent Canadian 
preacher of peace at any price were living in 
Shanghai! he would be toting a gun—and mak- 
ing tracks for the docks to catch the 
steamer outbound for anywhere 


THE CITY’S BUSINESS 

In his insugural address to the city counc 
on Saturday, Mayor Clerke indiceted some of 
the major problems with which, in his judg- 
ment, council is pledged to dea! by the result of 
the recent elections 

First and foremost, he interpreted the result 
as a demand for a reduction in the tax rate 
To this end the Mayor proposes a suspension of 
payments into the sinking fund; the capitaliza- 
tion of all past and present unemployment 
relief costs; an attempt to secure a reduction in 
the debenture interest rates, and in rates on 
bank loans. And, if any of these proposals are 
unacceptable, he undertakes to co-operate in 
any other adequate plans council may offer t 
accomplish the purpose. 

Of only second place in importance is th: 
recommendation that council strike the tux rate 
in January and adopt @ discount system 
encourage payment of taxes in monthly instal- 
ments, Since every move in the direction of 
making tax-paying easier has resulted in money 
coming in more freely, there can hardly be a 
question that a worth while monthly payment 
plan would facilitate collections—and thereby 
lesson the necessity of borrowing 

The remarkable vote polled for Alderman 
Crang is accepted by the Mayor as approval of 
the proposal to adopt a straight five cent street 
ear fare, The interpretation is reasonable, since

the Alderman warmly advocated that proposal, 
and made it rather the outstanding issue with 
which her name was associated during the last 
term 

A number of other items in the list have to 
do mainiy with organization and internal man- 
agement of the city’s business, with which the 
public are less directly concerned, 

Remembering that the Mayor was making 
suggestions as to methods, and not trying to lay 
down the law to council in this regard, the 
address should help to secure the greater 
measure of harmony in this year’s council that 
has been everywhere recognized as desirable. 
With the view-point taken there is surely no 
fault to be found, The financial problem is the 
one of most urgent importance, and that can 
be resolved for practical purposes into the 
question of how to bring down the tax rate 
without working improper hardship in any 
direction. If the aldermen know of any better 
ways to achieve that vital purpose, the assur- 
ance is that these will have the support of the 
Mayor. The support of the public in an effort 
of that kind goes without saying.

The Passing Show 


By J. 8S. COWPER 
This is the day when the economic sanctions 
of the League of Nations are due to commence 
against Italy. It may mark an early cessation 
of hostilities or the further embroilment of 
Britain. Naval experts are said to have made 


calculation that at a cost of one-quarter of the 
British fleet, Britain could 
overpower Italy in from 
eight to ten weeks time. 

An Ang&-Italo war is not 
desired by Britain. Though 
Laval has acted as a brake on 
League action against Musso- 
lini for reasons quite obvious, 
Britain has preferred to await 
the slower and bloodless 
methods of the League to any 
individua] action. 

J. &. Cowper Lioyd George during the 
recent campaign asserted that once Britain had 
got over the election, the Baldwin government 
would seek a solution that would permit Musso- 
lini to retire with hondr from the Ethiopian 
clash, leaving him a foothold in Eritrea for 
further penctration. But that was a partisan 
opinion. Even Lloyd George had to concede 
that the will of the British people is unmistake- 
ably emphatic behind the League of Nations 
and in favor of collective action to enforce peace 
and security. He also concedes that in view of 
the failure of other nations to follow Britain 
in the path of disarmament, the desire of the 
British people is now for a powerfully armed 
Britain. ‘ 
Re » ye 

Circumstances alter cases. Here is a portion 
of a speech by Mussolini: 

“We are confronted by an Italy nation- 
alist, conservative, which claims to make 
the sword its law, and the army the school 
of the nation. 

“We have seen this moral perversion, 
and, for that reason, are not surprised by it. 
But those who think that this preponder- 
ance of militarism is a sign of strength are 
mightily mistaken. 

“Strong peoples have no need to give 
themselves up to such stupid orgy as that in 
which the Italian press is now letting itself 
go with mad exaltation. Strong peoples 
have some sense of measure. Italy, national- 
ist and militarist, shows that it lacks this 
sense. Thus it comes that a miserable war 
of conquest is acclaimed as if it were a 
Roman triumph.” 

The war that Mussolini refers to as “a 
miserable war of conquest” is not the present 
rape of the Ethiopian people. It was the 1913 
war of Italy against Turkey. Mussolini at that 
time was a Socialist leader. 

In the present war of conquest, Mussolini 
was led to expect that his armies could march 
into Addis Ababa over the dead bodies of the 
Ethiopians in 60 to 90 days time. Sixty days 
have gone and he has not yet managed to get 
the Ethiopian forces into a standing fight. He 
has got his forces into the mountains around 
Makale, only to find the Ethiopians still intact. 
Whoever is military adviser to Haile Selassie 
is entitled to credit for restraining the wild 
tribesmen from hastening to meet the Italian 
armies, and dashing themselves to pieces against 
their iron front. 

A writer in the “New Republic” credits Bri- 
tain with having obtained the best of the 
bargain, when it undertook to send the “Hood” 
and the “Renown” from the Mediterranean on 
consideration that Mussolini retire his troops 
from the Egyptian border in Libya and send one 
division home. Says he: “The British made no 
real concession whatever. These two great 
ships which would take two years or more to 
replace, were far too valuable in the British 
Admiralty’s judgment, tc be risked in a second- 
rate war with Italy. If war had come, it is 
reliably reported that the “Hood” and the 
“Renown” would not have been permitted to lift 
anchor . Mussolini has accepted a definite 
military handicap. As a result of the under- 
Standing, the main British fleet is still before 
the entrance of the Suez Canal, capable at any 
moment of cutting off the Italian armies in 
Africa from their homeland. Mussolini, how- 
ever, is no longer able to order an instantaneous 
raid on the British fleet base at Alexandria, nor 
on the newly-enlarged British airbase at 
Aboukir.”

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Neuritis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The common cause of neuritis is irritation 
and this irritation of a nerve, or nerves, may be 
either chemical or mechanical, Fortunately, 
when the cause of neuritis has been a chemical 
irritant and when the irritant is removed, the 
nerve usually will tend to regain its previous 
normal state, 

Simple neuritis means 
that a single nerve is affected, 
or that a small group of 
nerve trunks lying close to 
each other, are affected. 
Multiple neuritis refers to an 
involvement of several dif- 
ferent nerves in various parts 
of the body. 

A nerve is a cord-like 
structure which conveys im- 
Dr. F. McCoy suises from one part of the 
body to another and these impulses may be 
carried by either motor nerves or sensory 
nerves. The motor nerve fibers move the 
muscles, The sensory nerves carry sensation 
from the outer parts of the body. For example, 
pressure is conveyed by a sensory nerve, also 
information concerning touch, heat and cold, 
and pain, travels over sensory nerves. Most 
of the spina) nerves are “mixed,” which means 
that they are made up of both motor nerves and 
sensory nerves. 

In simple neuritis, the nerve trunk may be- 
come red or swollen but in mild cases, the small 
nerve filaments are not involved. The 
symptoms of simple neuritis are variable but 
the most pronounced symptom is pain. The 
patient says that the pain is boring, cutting, or 
burning, appearing worse at night. The pain 
becomes more intense when the affected part 
is moved. Pressure with the fingers on the 
irritated nerve trunk will demonstrate a 
marked tenderness. Sometimes the patient 
describes various sensory disturbances which 
accompany the pain or develop after it is gone, 
such as a sensation of numbness, or a sensation 
of ants crawling on the skin. In addition to the 
sensory disturbances, we find disturbances of 
the motor nerves. The interference with the 
motor nerves will cause the muscles to become 
weak and flabby, and, in severe cases, paralysis 
results. The muscles may waste away or become 
atrophied. The appearance of the skin may 
change and -the skin surface of the affected 
area may become thin and shiny, or the finger- 
nails may become brittle and ridged. 

I consider that a general toxemia is the most 
common cause of nerve irritation of this type. 
Such an irritation will only follow when toxic 
substances have accumulated in the part 
involved. The toxic material which is the prin- 
cipal cause is primarily the result of irritating 
substances produced by using improper foods 
in inharmonious combinations. 

When the chemistry of the fluids of the body 
is abnormal, disease is inevitable. These chem- 
ical irritants may result in neuritis, if they 
accumulate around a certain nerve. That type 
of neuritis resulting from exposure to cold 
which is sometimes called “rheumatic neuritis” 
is a good example of a neuritis produced when 
rheumatie toxins have collected around a nerve 
trunk. Abscessed teeth or diseased tonsils may 
serve as contributing causes. 

Simple neuritis may occur in any one of 
several special types end is named according 
to what part of the nervous system is affected. 
For example, in optic neuritis, the intra-ocular 
part of the optic nerve is involved; in neuritis 
of the seventh nerve, a paralysis of the muscles 
of one side of the face results, called Bell's 
paralysis, or facia] paralysis. This latter type 
of neuritis is a pronounced example of that 
type of neuritis having a rheumatic basis. 

The treatment of neuritis in every case 
depends upon removal of the cause. A thorough 
examination is required in order to determine 
what the eause, or causes, may be. The cause 
is the important thing—the symptoms are only 
the effect.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1775 Charlotte- 
town was visited by raiders from 
Boston who had been playing 
havoc with British shipping in 
the gulf. The little capital of St.

Prince Edward Island until 1798) 
was unable to put up any defence 
and feJ]l an easy prey to the 
raiders. They arrested the acting 
governor, Peter Collbeck, and 
two other officials.

The Struggle Between Church 
And State In Germany 


By W. C. BOEHNERT, Edmonton 


The unfortunate controversy in 
Germany between state and 
church seems finally to have been 
settled. This controversy, though 
much misunderstood both in and 
outside of Germany, has held the 
attention of the entire Christian 
world for the past two years. 

On the 24 September, 1935, the 
German government proclaimed a 
law for the “Safety and Preser- 
vation of the German Evangelical 
Church” and the German minister 
for Church matters, Mr. Kerr], re- 
cently appointed by Hitler, charg- 
ed on the 3rd of October, 1935, 
thirteen leading Evangelical 
clergymen with the task to deter- 
mine the future course and 
policies of the German Evangeli- 
cal Church. 

These steps of the German gov- 
ernment are of far-reaching con- 
sequence For the government 
actually withdraws from any pare 
ticipation in the Church govern- 
ment and leaves the solution of 
the troubles within the Church to 
men who through their inner call- 
ing, by their conviction and faith, 
are the only Jegal authorities to 
attempt this undertaking. 

The fact in, that the thirteen 
members of the Church Council 
appointed by Mr. Kerrl, are, with- 
out exception, leading German 
clergymen of orthodox convic- 
tions, the foremost being the aged 
and renowned General Superin- 
tendent Zoellner, doctor of 
divinity. Their selection and 
appointment, together with the 
declarations by Mr. Kerr] and the 
manifesto published by the new 
Council have caused wide-spread 
Satisfaction and rejoicing among 
the German people. 

The manifesto takes the form 
of an appeal to all truly Christian 
Germans to stand unwaveringly 
by the Church in its hour of trib- 
ulation. The members of the 
Council term themselves trusties, 
charged with the duty not only of 
directing the affairs of the Ger- 
man Evangelical Chureh, but of 
preparing the foundations for an 
independent, self-governing, and 
self-sustaining Church 

“The unalterable fundamental,” 
this manifesto reads ”

and revealed anew in the dogmas 
of the Reformation.” 

“The Church must preach to the 
German people the mespage of 
Jesus Christ, crucified end arisen,

terview, 

“In the divine, spiritual realm 
nothing but honest conviction and 
religiously inspired fellowship 
will lead us to success, but cer- 
tainly not the command of any 
government.” 

This fundamental belief has 
been the guiding star of Mr 
Kerr! in his difficult task of 
bringing about reconciliation be- 
tween the Church and the gov- 
ernment With an unreluciant 
frankness he thus has waived 
aside all possibilities of the goy- 
ernment deciding to end the 
struggle by dictatorial meacures, 
The real sulution, the government 
realises cannot be found in the 
functions of the state but must 
come from the depths of the re- 
ligious life 

“We must distinguish clearly 
between the realms of Faith and 
the realms of our dally life, then, 
both Faith and life will benefit 
likewire.” 

The minister emphasized espec- 
jally the article 24 in the program 
of the National Socialist party 
whieh demands that every party 

member be a positive Christian,

but he does not hesitate to say 
that the outward form of their re- 
ligion is the personal concern of 
each individual. 

Although the struggle between 
the Church and the state has vir- 
tually reached an end, it would be 
premature to state that all diffi- 
culties and troubles have van- 
ished. 

The rea] difficulty, and in- 
cidentally one of the major causes 
of the whole controversy, is that 
neither Church nor state is an 
independent entity in itself The 
philosophy of National Socialism 
with its demand for totality and 
its ultimate aim of penetrating in- 
to all spheres of human life with- 
in the nation, enters into the 
fields of both, Church and state, 
making it extremely difficult to 
define clearly the limits of its 
activities. The state, according 
to National Socialist teachings, is 
merely the organised framework 
within which the party endeavors 
to put into practice its aims. The 
Church in its field constantly col- 
lides with the activities of Nation- 
al Socia¥sm. 

Thus, the three spheres of in- 
terest, Church, state, and party 
not only touch, but actually’ over- 
lap. All of them, therefore, are 
eager to find a _ satisfactory 
solution otherwise neither Church 
nor state nor National Socialism 
ean progress. 

The government, through Mr. 
Kerrl, has made it abundantly 
clear that it does not want a state- 
controlled Church, The member- 
ship of a Church and that of a 
nation have by no means the 
same limits. National Socialism 
aims to weld individuals into a 
national fellowship; its demand 
for totality ends at the border of 
the nation. A Church, however, 
aims to bring people to believe in 
a religious creed, and its demand 
for totality ends at the borders 
of humanity, yet stops likewise 
before the wall of repudiation of 
its own fellow countrymen who 
adhere to different creeds. 

To bridge these gulfs, to create 
a working basis on which both 
can pursue their different call- 
ings without clashing is the diffi- 
cult task of the new Council 
Both, the Council and the govern- 
ment, however, are confident as 
to the ultimate result 

It is gratifying to note the 
opinion expressed by Mr. Kerr] in 
this respect. He compares Nat- 
ional Socialism with the Coper- 
nican theory whose author startled 
the world, more especially the 
Church, with his discovery of the 
rotation of the earth, but the 
Churches without losing one iota 
of authority, finally accepted the 
newly proven scientifie fact. 
Minister Kerrl expressed com-* 
plete confidence that so also will 
the state and the Church adjust 
themselves to the new situation 
without either of them losing 
authority or prestige, Just @s in 
the case of the Copernican theory 
not irreconciliate contradictions 
constituted the issue, but merely 
serious misunderstandings whose 
later solutions proved quite 
simple, so today a compromise 
will be found if religious and 
political thought will fully bee 
come aware of the changeableness 
of new scientific and spiritual 
knowledge. 

One thing, however, seems well 
established: the state will not in- 
terfere with the dogma of the 
Chureh and the Church need not 


forsake the orthodox teachings 
and indulge in modern religious 
fads as, for example, what is call.

New Treaty 


To Benefit 
Housewife 


OTTAWA, Nov. 18—The Cana- 
Gian housewife may be one of the 
big winners under the Canadiar- 


American trade treaty, the terms of 
which were announced here yos 
jerday. It should give her all sorts 
of cheaper goods, ranging from 
electric refrigerators and autom»>- 
biles to vegetables, fruits, mage- 
zines, pots, pans and cotton goods 

The treaty evidently was negoti- 
ated with the idea in mind of bene- 
fitting consumers on both sides of 
the line. Housewives, because they 
generally handle the purse-strings 
of the family, may reap the big- 
gest benefit, providing the tariff 
teductions are passed on to them. 

The houeswife may not buy the 
family automobile but she often 
saves the money for it. The treaty 
reduces 2% per cent the duty on 
cars valued at $1,200; 744 per cent 
between $1,200 and $2,100 and above 
that, 10 per cent. 

Here are some duty reduction 
that may interest the housewife: 


Sweet potatoes from 15 cents 
100 Ibs, to free; practically every- 
thing in the fresh vegetable 
line, from 30 to 15 per cent, but 
this reduction will be effective 
only when there is no Canadian 
crop; oranges will enter free 
during first four months of the 
year and the grapefruit duties 
were cut from one cent to '; cent 
a pound. 

The tariff against American 
magazines was removed, the old 
rates running as high as 15 cents 
a copy. 

Hallow-ware, pots and pans in 
other words, were reduced from 35 
to 30 per cent. 

Radios dropped from 30 to 25 per 
cent.
